The winter wheat vield in 1900 is belleved
to be the greatest ever grown In any sat>
in any year

Not all portions of the state are adapted
to the best production of wheat, and It s an
Interesting fact that Aftv-four of the 106
counties had #0 per cent of the wheat nere-
age In 1859, and constitute practically the
wheat fleld of Kansas. The area sown in
the remaining fifty-one countins wag less
than the acreage sown In the two countles
of Bumner and Barton, It 12 llkewise of in-
terest to know that practically one-half
of the whent product for 1000 war harvested
in & block of mixteen counties, comprising
the central third of the state,

Taking the yvears ons with another corn 1s
the king of cultivated plants in Kaneas, Tt
was not, howaver, the premier crop in 1900,
Grown in profuse luxurinoce this graln pro-
claims Itself the source of wenlth and herald
of apulence. It I8 at once the farmer's
friend and handmalden of the stockman's
prosperity. Corn proves (taclf n source of
greater wealth and profit in Kansas than
uny other cultivated grain, and in years of
specinlly favoring conditions jte value has
often equaled the combined valurs of all
other farm crops.

better cattle was well-nigh Imperative to

make the buxiness profitable and at the
same time secure a product  of superior
quality. Through persistent endeavor to

have dairy herds of high grades, If not pure
bloods, the farmers and dairymen have been
continually eliminating the more unprofie-
sble animals, and statistics for a period or
five years, ending with 1806, show that the
number of milch cows in the state de-
crensed mors or lean in each of those years
while thls vigorous campalgn of improve-
ment was belng waged, but the figures also
show that the value of thelr product, In-
stend of correspondingly decreasing, hns
nctually increased In three of the five years,
thus making apparent that lmprovement in
the milch cows has been & most potent
factor in advancing the dalry Interests or
Kansas, and today the state boupsts many
exotellent, high-ylelding herds,

The 1900 aggregate value of butter and
cheese made and milk sold for other pur-
poses was $7.450.600, the largest in the
history of the siate, being 123 per cent
more than in the preceding year,

Creanmeries Are Profitable.

Becores and scores of creamerios at first
cstablished as questionable experiments are
now permanent, profitable Institutions, and
produce butter and cheese in increasing
guantities and of export quality. Adwmirable
natural roads, passable everywhere
throughout the year, enable the producer
to bring hie supplies to the stations or foac-
tories regularly, The use of new and im-
proved mochinery and the presence uf rival
companies with large capital insure eager
aceeptance of the milk and & profitable
cash remuneration esch month of the year
to the producer, whether markellng the
product of ene cow or of 1,000, The mar-
kets of the whole country are avallable the
year through, modern trapsportation and
refrigerating facllitiea Insuring the. prompt
dalivery of goods In perfect condition for
the dealer or the table. To such an extent
= this true that within the past two years
many carloads of Kansas butier have found
remunerative demand in transstlantic mar-
kets.

Two pllule. wonderful for their already
froven productiveness and excellence, have
come into the agriculture of Kansas within
the past decade and are alroudy so estab-
lished In the esteem of those who know
them best aws to be regarded, not simply as
Leneinctions tu the siockgrower, but well.
